suggested that the claims be directed to an improvement in a 
photonic device. 
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5. The notion of a plurality of cavities or defects themselves forming 
an array, which cavities or defects are defined in the array of holes 
forming a photonic crystal, was discussed. Wording directed to this 
notion in the original and amended claims under the Amendment 
After Final was discussed. The Examiner contended that a 
"patterned array of nanocavities" meant any collection or 
arrangement of defects in a photonic crystal, including random 
distributions of defects. The applicants argued that a "patterned 
array of nanocavities" would be understood to mean some type of 
repeated or periodic pattern of nanocavities. 

6. No other matters of substance were discussed. 
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
